Coronavirus 
damage could 
last long after 
disease passes

The roulette wheel of infection that determines 
which COVID-19 patients live and die has gripped 
the world in fear, but researchers are looking into 
another insidious danger — that the disease could 
be inflicting lasting, even permanent, damage on its 


victims. 


Infectious disease specialists have learned that 
the health problems caused by the coronavirus 


sometimes linger for months, raising fears that the 
virus may have long-term consequences for peo- 
ple’s health. 

“There’s no doubt there has been anecdotal evi- 
dence of symptoms lingering for a while, but we 
don’t know if it’s 1%, 5%, 20% or 50%” of the cases, 
said Jeffrey Martin, a clinical epidemiologist and 
professor of epidemiology and biostatistics at 
UCSF. “We need to find out how common that is. 
It’s important that we separate the rare anecdotes

Authorities seeking van 
possibly tied to attack

Federal law enforcement authorities are 
searching for a white van that they believe 
was involved in the Friday night shooting 
death of a man working as a security guard 
for the Federal Protective Service, The Chron- 
icle has learned. Another federal officer was 
wounded in the shooting. 

The van — caught on surveillance footage 
— pulled up outside the Ronald V. Dellums 
federal building on Clay Street in Oakland at 
about 9:45 p.m. Friday. 

Witnesses told federal investigators that a 
passenger swung open the sliding door of the 
van, opening fire on the security guards, 
according to a federal wanted poster exclu-

Protesters refused to heed official pleas to 
stay home Saturday, instead taking to Bay Area 
streets, where police officers in riot gear readied 
for another night of outrage over the police 
killing of George Floyd in Minneapolis. 

In Oakland, crowds started to gather well 
before dark, chanting and yelling in front of 
boarded up stores and buildings damaged and 
looted the night before. 

Oakland Mayor Libby Schaaf called on peo- 
ple to stay home Saturday night to prevent 
those who wanted to smash windows, vandalize 
and loot businesses from hiding among peace- 
ful protesters as they did Friday night.

‘Power of redemption’: Inmate 
released after serving 44 years

After nearly a lifetime in 
prison, Paul Redd had become 
accustomed to rejection. 

He'd been behind bars for 
more than four decades, and 
his legal bids to escape solitary 
confinement had fallen on deaf 
ears for more than a quarter of 
a century. The state parole 


board was equally crushing. 
Redd, 63, can recall at least 13 
denials, but eventually he lost 
track. 

So, when Redd learned his 
first-degree murder conviction 
was up for a resentencing 
hearing at San Francisco Supe- 
rior Court this month, he kept 
waiting for that familiar, bu- 
reaucratic hammer to drop. 


“You've been in prison 44 
years, I’m thinking people are 
going to say, ‘Hey, wait a min- 
ute,’ ” Redd said, noting that he 
expected opposition or at least 
another delay. “But when that 
didn’t happen, I started think- 
ing maybe they know some- 
thing I don’t know.”
